A second speaker at this meeting was a male, 
-Negro, of approximately 25 years of age. When this individual 
spoke he removed an eight millimeter Mauser rifle that had 
been concealed in the dust bag of a vacuum cleaner and 
passed this rifle and ammunition to the audience for 
examination. He spoke mainly on firearms stressing | 
concealment and most easily attainable firearms. — 


Bastille again spoke mentioning the appearance 
and dress of BYA members, and that they should not try to 
look like the typical militants He also mentioned the - 
importance of obtaining a firearm without identification - 
‘to themselves and suggested obtaining a firearm through 
an attack on an elderly guard. He concluded that the more 
powerful the gun the more damage each shot would do.

The SDS is an association 
of young people on the left and has a current program of protesting 
the draft, promoting a campaign for ycuth to develop a conscientious 
objector status, denouncing United States intervention in the war 
in Vietnam, and to "radically transform" the university community, 
-and provide for its complete control by students. GUS HALL, 
General Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a 
representative of United States International in San Francisco, . 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of the 
"responsible left" which the Party has "going for us". At the 
June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an anti-communist proviso 

was removed from the SDS constitution. In the October 7, 1966, 
issue of "New Left Notes", the official publication of SDS, an 

SDS spokesman stated that there are some communists in SDS and

In-February 1969, a meeting of the BYA was held 
at 3831 Woodlawn Avenue, Los Angeles, California, where 
if approximately 15 members were present. .All were male Negroes 
in their late teens ahd early twenties and the purpose of the 
meeting was to discuss the use of weapons and explosives. 
a The speaker at the meeting was a_ male Negro, age 28, 5'9", 
Q / 160 potnds, black hair, brown eyéS. He was riding a motorcycle 
y 4 bearing California license 542 896 registered to a 1966 Honda, 
y which is registered to-Robert Kelley, 1711 Fifth’ Avenue, 
f Los Angeles. This speaker identified himself as an expert 
on weapons and explosives and stated that he was an ex- 
parachutist from the United States Army. He stated that when 
the revolutionary movement is made it should be made all at 
-~meewith the primary target being the main powers of government. 
and the police. He stated that the communications system of the 
police department should be destroyed. He pointed out that a 
Molotov cocktail would not accomplish this feat and that he would

show the group how to use more powerful explosives in a future 
class. He demonstrated, using a blackboard, what causes a 
cartridge to fire and discussed the..use and the firing of 
automatic weapons. In this discussion he stated the best 

way to use automatic guns in a city is to deploy diagonally 
around a structure so that your fellow revolutionaries would 
not be hurt by the fire of others or by ricochetting bullets. 

. He pointed out that he has a girlfriend who works in the Com- 
munications Division of the Los Angeles Police Department and 
he is in a position to have her destroy the entire communications 
system as he has taught her the use of explosives. He also 
discussed plastic mines and stated that he will bring materials 
to show how mines can be made and used. 


On February 15, 1969, at 11:00 am a Saturday meeting | 
of the BYA was held at 3831 Woodlawn Avenue, Los Angeles. 
The lecturer of the meeting was the same as. the individual 
described above and he began with a discussion of small arms, 
both automatic and revolvers. He thoroughly described the 
operation of both types of guns as well as the ammunition to 
be used. He explained that he did not bring his weapon and 
at that point a number of attendants removed revolvers that 
were concealed on their person and. offered them to the 
lecturer to use for demonstration. Most of the weapons that 
were drawn appeared to be .38 caliber with two and four inch 
barrels. © Most of these attendants were between ages of 17 and 
19 years of age. 


The head. of the BYA introduced himself at this meeting 
and stated that his name was Robert, last name not given. He is 
a male Negro, about 20 years of age, 5'10", 170 pounds, black 
hair, and brown’eyes. He also pointed out that he was a 
Coordinator of the Black Students Union (BSU) Program in the 
South Los Angeles | area and after the meeting he passed out a 
booklet entitled "Two Speeches by Malcolm X He pointed out 
that Black education is the goal of the BYA and stressed the 
importance of the group members éducating themselves before they 
begin to educate other Black people. The first lecturer closed 
the meeting by stating that the art of self-defense would he 
taught at coming meetings. / >

VII, TERRORIST REVOLUTIONARY

A meeting of the BYA was held on February 1, 1969, 
at 3831 South Woodlawn Avenue, LoS Angeles. The meeting 
was attended by eleven individuais. The chairman of the 
meeting, ROBERT CASTILE, talked about the effectiveness of 
_guerilla warfare and its tactics, CASTILE advised there are 
three necessary elements to insure success for the black 
revolution: ;

The first source above advised that the "US" organization 
has approximately 20 militant, hard-core members, a number of whom — 
during the past year have been arrested for possession of incendiary 
devices, attempted arson, armed robbery and burglary. "US" members 
are known to carry firearms. There are an estimated additional 200 
individuals, ranging in age from 4 to HO, who are known to attend 
meetings and social activities sponsored by "US" and which are 


closed to anyone not of the Negro race. 


Recently, ‘the "US" organization opened an affiliate 
office in San Diego, California. .
